HEALTH OFFICERS’ REPORT.

To the selectmen of Roxbury: We furnish the 


following report for the year ending Feb. 10, 1903. 


On May I1, 1902, a complaint was received from 
Stillman Richardson, of Marlboro’, that the source 
of his water supply situate in the town of Roxbury 
had been and then was polluted with decaying

animal matter to the danger of the health of him- 
self and family and that the same was deposited 
therein with malicious intent or otherwise and al- 
lowed to remain there contrary to law. Upon in- 
vestigation it was found that two horses were lying 
dead upon the land of E. A. Robbins, one of them 
partly in the brook and the other upon the bank 
thereof and allowed there to remain by Mr. 
Robbins, he not knowing that the water of the 
brook was used for domestic purposes. At the re- 
quest of the board of health he immediately re- 
moved said offensive animals and buried them. 

We wish to emphasize the fact that too much 
care cannot be used in regard to the disposition 
of dead animals, also decaying vegetable matter. 

On Dec. ist we were called upon to investigate a 
case of a sick cow and the services of a veterinary 
surgeon were called in but no decision was made of 
the nature of the disease, as the creature died and 
was soon buried. ;

14 eight inch tile sluices and one double 18 inch in 
place of the wooden bridge at the Nye brook on 
the Dakin road so called. It has proved a good 
investment. These sluices have required no atten- 
tion, keeping themselves perfectly free from any 
accumulation of dirt or sediment and we recom- 
mend the use of such drains for all our highways. 
| recommend the town to take immediate action 
for the construction of an iron bridge to replace the 
wooden structure over the branch near the resi- 

dence of William Mark.
